Court. 


It is gratifying to stale that the number of 


bills brought before them wus not l.'irge, and 
thut with one or two exceptions, uoue of them 
were of'.i serious initiate. 


The Jury cannot refrain from expressing 


their dis.ijiprobiition of the conduct on tha 
part of ionicJu'-tioes of the Pence in entertain- 
ing criminal o.vaes of iilri\i:il cliinicwr.which 
nre brought heic bcfoic the (Jourt to be dis- 
poscd_of, thus often imposing considerable ez- 
pense upon the county. 
These expense1; might 


generally and e.ibily be avoided, if .Magistrates 
before whom p irties appear, having bad cases, 
were bent away without taking action upon 
their complaint?, ulieu the Magistrate is satis- 
fied that the good of the community would not 
suffer thereby. 


The Inquest Lave visited the Countj Prison, 


and are happy to sny that the condition in 
which they found it, in regard fo cleanliness, 
i;c., w.is very satisfactory, snowing th.it Shenff 
Samnol Wolf.and family have used every effort 
to secure the comfort, and \rcll being of the 
unfortunate individuals confined within us 
walls. As regird« the security of piisoners 
of desperate character, this Inquest cannot 
but condemn th« insecure condition of the 
cells and wall, affording so niaiij facilities for 
tbe escape of prisoners; and would thercf9re 
recommend that at least two of the cells would 
be BO repaired a= to render them secure against 
the efforts of prisoncts to elfewt their e-cape, 
and would therefore urge upon the County 
Comnnssioncts the necessity of having these 
cells secured as recommended.

real and personal estate, and is to be -'levied 
and collected in the SAMB NO-.SKR."

Strange Sight. 


Seventy S unarms of Bees at 
War.— 


zra Dibble, a well known citizen of this 
own, and for many years engaged exten- 
ivcly in the management of fises, commu- 
nicates to us the following interesting pur- 
iculars of a'battle among his bees : lie had 
pventy swarms of bees, about equally di- 
vided on the east and west sides of his 
louse. 
Oue bunday afternoon, about three 


s'clock, tbe weather being warm, and the 
vindows open, his house was suddenly filled 
vith bees, which forced J,hn family to flee 
t once to the neighbors. Mr. D., after get- 
ing well protected against his assailants, 
•roceeded to take a survey, and, it possible, 
earn the cause which had disturbed them. 


The seventy swarms appeared to be out, 


and those on one side of the house were ar- 
ayed in. battle against those on the other 
idej and such a battle was perhaps never 
lefore witnessed. 
They filled the air, cov- 


ering a space of more than one acre of 
jround, and fought desperately for some 
hree hours—not for "spoils," but for COTJ- 


isfr, and while at war no living thing 


could exist in the vicinity. 
They stung 


a large flock of Shanghai chickens, nearly 
all of tvliich died, aud persons passing along 
he roadside were obliged to make ha&te to 
avoid their stings. 


A little after six o'clock quiet was restor- 


d, aud the living bees returned to their 
lives, leaving the slain almost 
literally 


covering: the ground, since which' few ap- 
)eared around the hives, and those* appa- 
rently stationed as sentinels to watch tbe 
enemy. 
ISut two youeg swarms were en- 


4rely destroyed, and aside, from the terri- 
)lc slaaifilter of bees no other injury wag 
done. 
Neither paityw-.is victorious, and 


only ceased on the approach of night, aud 
rom utter prostration. 
The " occasion of 


.his strange warring among the bees is not 
easily accounted for, and those most conver- 
iaut with their management never before 
ieard or witnessed such a spectacle as here 
narrated.—Locneaut (Ohio) Reporter.
